Constitutional Amendment Number One, to lie voted upon at the elec­ 
tion of November, 1910, has been changed so as to tax banks at the rate 
of 1 per cent of their capital, surplus and undivided profits. 
The Leg islatu re originally drafted the amendment with this rate of 1 
per cent, but upon the showing made by the representatives of the banks 
before the Legislative Committees at Sacramento, the rate 
was reduced 
to six-tenths of 1 per cent. 
Recently it. was discovered that the amendment 
was defective in some detail of its ve u 
expression, and a special session 
of the legislature was called, to r e m e d y that d e f e c t . 
W ithout notice to the 
banks or any hearing of Urn .r -mb . 
he amendment was also changed 
to 
raise the bank taxation to 1 per cent. 
It now remains to appeal to 
the 
voters, as man to man, through their r spective bankers.

The streams of money accumulated 
by the flowing out of the banks for 
the development of the state’s re­ 
sources. are comparable to the natural 
streams which flow down our moun­ 
tains. and provide the 
means 
for 
transforming 
the 
otherwise 
desert 
valleys into fertile 
and 
productive 
garden spots. 
No one would, for the 
sake of providing a new source of in­ 
come. consider any project that would 
result in a diminution of the flow of 
these natural streams; 
on the con­ 
trary. every public movement is in 
the direction of their 
conservation1 
and of such increase of volume and 
effectiveness as can be accomplished 
by suitable engineering. 
W e note that the Commission has 
expressed the opinion that a 1 per 
cent, tax on the capital and surplus of 
a business that is making over 10 per 
cent per annum clear of all expenses, 
is a fair tax; rhat the earnings com 
pare very favorably with and in some 
cases are higher than those which re­ 
ward banking capital in the east, and 
that those banks pay the rate which is 
suggested. 
W e would be inclined to 
agree with the Commission if prac­ 
tical experience did not teach us that 
capital, in taking Pacific coast risks, 
demands rewards commensurate with 
those risks, and that, denied those re­ 
wards, it would seek employment else- ¡ 
where. 
W e appreciate the difficulties of the 
Commission's task, and wish it under­ 
stood that we are not here to add to 
them, but in an earnest desire to reach 
a solution which will not hamper the 
growth o? the state. 
W e note that the Commission has 
arrived at the net earnings of bank­ 
ing capital by reference to the report 
of the comptroller of the currency 
which deals 
solely 
with 
National 
banks, and are reminded that the N a­ 
tional banks of California paid little 
or no taxes during the years under re­ 
view. 
W e also note that the conclu­ 
sion is reached by including all the 
banks of the state. 
It seems hardly

the country banks, with their low re­ 
serves and the high rates which they 
receive (and are entitled to when the 
character of their loans 
is 
under­ 
stood), serve to bring the average re­ 
sult up, and suggest that we analyze 
the earnings of the reserve centers 
where business must be conducted st 
as to safeguard the whole system. 
W e find that the net earnings of the 
San Francisco banks for 
the 
years 
1905. 1906, j 907 and 1908 average ap­ 
proximately 
y 73 per cent, 
and 
we 
have Included the 
National 
banks, 
which paid little or no taxes during 
those years; and also call attention 
to the fact that from a banking stand­ 
point those were years of exceptional 
prosperity, owing to the great activ­ 
ity prior to the earthquake and fire, 
and to the opportunity of profit in 
handling the vast fund of insurance 
money which flowed into San Fran ­ 
cisco after the disaster. 
A bank is more intim ately connect- 
e I with the welfare of the state at 
large than any other piece of machin­ 
ery that serves it, and should be fos­ 
tered in order to encourage the build­ 
ing up of bank capital so 
that 
the 
f inns, mines, factories, lumber camps, 
railways and corporations which em­ 
ploy labor and which constitute 
the 
chief elements of the state's wealth, 
may 
secure 
accommodation 
freely 
and at reasonable rates. 
The develop­ 
ment. of the industries and resources 
of the state w ill create new values 
which in turn add to the income of the 
s ate through new taxation, and 
it 
would seem more businesslike to en­ 
courage. rather than discourage this 
development. 
It is a well known fact 
that 
the 
loans of Pacific Coast banks are much 
less liquid than those of the 
older 
communities east of us, which means 
that to a large degree ;he borrowers 
are carrying on business with insuf­ 
ficient capital and depending on the 
banks to supply the balance— in other 
words, the hanks in many cases, are 
forced into the position of a special 
partner with no voice in the manage­ 
ment and with no share of the profit 
other than the interest on the money- 
loaned. but with 
the 
privilege 
of 
shouldering a great proportion of the 
loss. 
Naturally capital thus employed 
demands a higher return 
than 
it 
would 
if 
loaned 
temporarily. 
Our 
clients carry very small deposit lines, 
and under Eastern conditions would 
receive but small accommodation— in 
fact, lines of credit in the East, are 
based largely on the amount of de- 
posit, and the borrower must 
carry 
approximately 20 Ppr cent of the line 
of credit he expects to enjoy. 
A study of the relation between the 
capital (including surplus and 
undi­ 
vided profits) and the deposits of the 
banks in the United States as com­ 
pared to those of California strongly 
illustrates this fact, for inetanee, if 
the banks of the state of California 
were to adjust the 
relation 
which 
their capital bears to their deposits to 
the same basis which obtains through­ 
out the entire country, 
they 
would 
have to reduce their capital by $30,- 
421,000 or increase their deposits by 
$121,881,000. 
An excessive tax will 
force 
the 
California banks to adjust themselves 
to the new condition and the adjust­ 
ment will naturally follow along cer­ 
tain lines. 
If they are to be taxed on 
eastern standards, business will have 
to be done according to those stand­ 
ards. which, in all 
frankness, 
will 
mean great curtailm ent of lines of 
credit; our clients will have to get 
more capital in their affairs or do 
less business, and 
the 
contraction 
during the period of adjustment will 
seriously affect the farm as well as 
the city. 
Banks will be forced to weed out 
all of their earnings, as to add it to 
line?- of credit to the amount of bal­ 
ances, or raise their rates of interest, 
and reaching the lim it of these possi­ 
bilities, would have to return a part 
of the surplus or capital to the stock­ 
holder as unprofitable owing to the 
tax, or for the reason that the stock­ 
holders could get as liberal a return 
by investing in first mortgage or un­ 
derlying bonds and escape the risks 
incident to the banking business. 
Banks would be tempted to pay out 
all of their earnings, as t oadd it to 
surplus would m erely mean new capi­ 
tal which could be loaned, but would 
be reduced by the tax to a rate less 
than could be derived from a safer 
use of the money. 
The tendency of an excessive tax 
would be to discourage the protection 
which the depositor gets from large 
capital and growing surplus, and to 
base the development of 
the 
state 
more on deposit lines (which disap­ 
pear at the first sign of trouble) and 1 
less on fixed capital (which is per-1 
manent). 
Would it. not be sounder common 
sense to recognize that -we are occu­ 
pying a vast, sparsely 
settled 
and 
rapidly developing country in need of 
capital and as cheap capital as possi­ 
ble, and that our depositors need all 
the protection they can get; and that 
it would be better policy to encour­ 
age the banks to employ large capital 
and to build up large surplus, if for 
no other reason than that every dol­ 
lar will create new values which will i 
contribute to the income of the state; 
through new taxation. 
In our opinion, a tax on gross earn­ 
ings would be a more equitable ta x ! 
than one on Capital and surplus. 
A I 
canvass of the gross earnings of the j 
San Francisco banks, state and na­ 
tional, shows that a tax of 1 per cent 
on the capital and surplus is equiva­ 
lent to a tax of about 6.62 per cent on 
their gross 
earnings—a 
prohibitive 
rate. 
From a competitive standpoint, a 
tax based on gross earnings w-ould be 
an equitable tax, furthermore, it Is 
evident that such a tax is easy to get 
at, and in no way tempts the 
read­ 
justment of capital and surplus, which 
would result in lowering the lines of 
credit now necessary to swing 
the I 
business of the state, and in no way 
tempts an adjustment which 
means 
less protection to the depositor. 
The net earnings of a bank 
are 
used first to pay a dividend 
to 
the 
stockholders and then to build up an 
insurance fund to take care of emer­ 
gencies and to 
provide 
for 
loans 
which appear to be perfectly good but 
may be subject to future depreciation 
from one cause or another; and every 
dollar added to the surplus is an ad­ 


ditional protection to the 
depositor f 
and additional capital to loan to the 
public. 
A ny rate or plan of taxation 
which would tempt a bank to pay d ivi­ 
dends to the extent of its earnings is 
unsound and therefore dangerous. 
If it is necessary to tax shares in 
order to reach the National banks, we 
request that the rate be made one- 
half per cent; as, from our study of 
the situation from a practical stand­ 
point, we believe that this rate will 
be accepted throughout the state, and 
will not tempt readjustment of capi­ 
tal and surplus, or lines of 
credit 
which our merchants and others have 
been in the habit of getting. 
Further, 
it w ill not discourage liberal 
addi­ 
tions to surplus funds which give add­ 
ed protection to the depositors, and 
create new values for the 
state to 
tax; w ill not tempt the banks to raise 
rates of interest so as to collect the 
tax from the borrowers; and, above 
all, w ill not tempt them to take undue 
risks for the sake of a larger profit 
which will help them to pay tlie tax. 
It is our opinion that a tax rate of 
1 per cent on bank capital will cause 
a readjustm ent of business conditions 
that w ill be more or less revolution­ 
ary, and that such hardship as comes 
from the change will fall upon the pub­ 
lic and not upon the banks.
